The usual treatment in the 
large stables where the disease has existed 
is to get the horse in slings as soon as possi-

minister a stimulant (one or two ounces of | third best condition is when the wind is east ; 


ammonia diluted with water) after which a 
dose of linseed oil, one or two pints, accord- 
ing to the condition of the animal, in severe 
cases blankets wrung out of hot water should 
be applied to the loins, and renewed once in 
six hours. As soon as reaction takes place 
and it is found that the animal can stand 
without support he should be gently exer- 
cised once or twice a day.

The second crop would suffer 
for what the first had taken out of the soil 
and some change of crop would pay better 
than to follow with the same. Better try 
oats or barley or grass for the first crop, and 





then sow Hungarian or ruta bagas or flat 
turnips. These crops will do well after early 
potatoes, early pease or an early crop of 
grass. Land that is so constantly cropped 
must have liberal treatment in return.—[Eb. 





A correspondent of the Rural Sun (Chi- 
cago) says: “I have shown Jersey butter 
| three years at our county fair. Once it got 
the prize, twice it was ruled out for being 
colored. Now, I never colored any butter in 
my life, and should not know how to begin. 
It was by no means extravagantly yellow ; 
and what made the action of the judges 
stranger was, that they were ladies, and sup- 
posed to know a good article. This year the 
premium went to some ‘ beautiful white 
butter,’ as I once heard some one call it, in 
trying to compliment his hostess on her 
housekeeping. I had not expected to find 
this prejudice against a well-colored sample 
amount to a real obstacle in the way of sales, 
but once, at least, a grocer declined to buy 
because his customers would suspect adul- 
teration or artificial coloring. Of course, in 
a few years, people will learn that it is im- 
possible for white butter to be first class in 
texture or flavor. We must live and learn.” 

In England, on the other hand, coloring 
seems to win the prize, other things being 
equal. The London Agricultural Gazette 
says: “We were told, on good authority, 
that at an English dairy show last year, one 
exhibitor showed samples of butter in two 
classes. For butter in the Jersey class he 
took the first prize, while in the class for any 
variety his samples were unnoticed. Theman 
declared that both samples were made from 
the same milk and churning—the only differ- 
ence being that the ‘Jersey’ butter was 
colored. ‘The judges declared this class to 
be of finer quality than the other.” 


THE RISING OF CREAM AFFECTED 
BY PREVAILING WINDS. 


A butter-maker of large experience, who 
has kept record of the influence of atmos- 
pheric changes on the rising of cream, gives 
| the following as the result of a season’s ex- 
| perience in setting milk for butter in Central 
| New York. ‘The milk is treated on the cold 
| water plan, the temperature being held, as 
| nearly as possible, at 60 degrees Fahrenheit. 

When the wind is northwest or north, the 
| most cream rises, and it is in the best condi- 
ition for butter. The next best condition of 
| the atmosphere is when the wind is west ; the 








the fourth when it is south, and the worst of 
all when the wind is southeast. 

Some years since, Mr. S. E. Lewis of 
Oxford, stated, in his address before the N. 
Y. State Dairymen’s Association, that milk 
knows the southeast wind sooner than the 
dairyman.

Editor Massachusetts Ploughman: 


With pleasure I take this opportunity in 
compliance with the repeated requests of 
your correspondents of the Ploughman, to 
make the following staagents, and because 
Ihave thought my careful experiments of 
value, and kept the minutes in due form, the 
work will be pleasant to me and I hope profit- | 
able to your readers. 

I shall set my Aen to start with, as that has | 
been my method till the past season. 

A box 20 inches wide, 20 inches high and 
40 inches long with a partition in the centre 
and a board 8 inches wide on bottom front 
side, and 2 inches wide on top front side, | 
nailed firm to the box, and a cleated board | 
10 inches wide hinged to the bottom, if the | 
box is to set on the floor—and to the top if 
the box is to set top of another one. 

Put in 4 to 6 inches of moist soil, hollow | 
out a nest and put in hay enough to cover 
the earth well -put ina few glass or other 
nest eggs—wooden ones are the best—and 
put on a hen that you think has got the sit- 
ting fever, one that is not too fat and does 
not weigh more than 6 or 7 pounds preferred, 
shut up my door, and leave madam to get 
used to her new place of business. Must 
leave some cracks for ventilation, not large 
enough for rats to get in or to admit too much 
light. 

I always set 2 hens at once, generally 10 or 
20—buy them of my neighbors, and they are | 
brought in coarse sacks. 

After 12 to 24 hours the hens are taken 
carefully off and allowed to eat drink and 
dust themselves—and good eggs properly 
marked with ink, from 5 to 11 according to 
the size of hen and the temperature, are put 
under them, the day of the month put on, a 
card and the strain mark on the eggs and 
the number of eggs, and the card tacked 
securely to the front of the box—we set 25 
or 30 hens in a room, 6 by 16 feet. 

If set one box on another, put boards 6 or 
8 inches wide between the boxes, and under 
each nest sticking out in front, 6 or 8 inches | 
for the hens to fly on to when they learn to go | 
on themselves, and will soon learn to come off | 
when the door is opened and go on them- | 
selves. When all is ready, each henis caught

VALUES OF CATTLE FOODS. 





values of the cattle foods used in this coun- | 
try, both for fattening, and for labor sustenta- 
tion. This difference is mainly due to the 
varying amounts of water and nitrogenous 
substances they contain. Take the difference 
in the manurial value, for illustration, be- 
tween two kinds of oil-producing seeds, lin- 
seed and cotton seed, after the expression of 
the oil. The worth of the manure from a 
ton of linseed cake is about $17.50 in the 
New England markets; that from a ton of 
cotton-seed cake is worth nearly $24.00. This 
value is based upon its use when fed to fat- 
tening animals. If fed to working oxen and 
milch cows, it falls to about half this value. 
The amount of labor and milk obtained will 
be in proportion to the relative manurial 
value of the experiment. All foods thathold 
a large amount of water, like roots, potatoes, 
apples, etc., have comparatively a small value 
as fattening or working foods. The per- 
centage of nitrogenous and phosphatic sub- 
stances is so small that large quantities must 
be consumed to produce desirable results. The 
percentage of water in several of our most 
ordinary foods is as follows :—

Cattle foods should be selected with refer- 
ence to the ends desired in their use, and the 
relative cost of the same. Foods for work, 
for milk, for f.ttening, should be better un- 
derstood among farmers. The time will 
come when science will be applied to the use 
of cattle foods and it will be of immense ser- 
vice to the cattle industry of the country. 


ROUP—A GOOD REMEDY. 


This is, —~ the greatest scourge that 
the poultry breeder has to contend with; but 
with the care and attention that fowls are 
receiving at the present day, this disease is 
becoming less frequent. The disease may 
be prevented by proper sanitary regulations, 
and judicious housing and feeding. The 
requirements necessary to its prevention, are 
well ventilated houses, where the fowls are 
not exposed to any draughts, so arranged 
that sudden changes of weather will not 
expose the fowls to extremes of heat, cold or 
dampness. 

The symptoms are various; sometimes the 
first symptom is a sneeze, the eyes, or nos 
trils, or both, are discharging a thin, watery 
substance, which gradually thickens as the 
disease develops, until it becomes a white, 
mattery substance, emitting a very offensive 
odor. In other cases, the eyes and head 
become swollen and inflamed. In either 
case there will be more or less discharge 
from the eyes or nostrils, and also a feverish 
condition. After the disease becomes well 
seated, the birds appear sluggish, with a 
gradual wasting away. The first step should 
be to transfer the fowl to a warm and dry 
room, and the water fcuntains should be dis- 
infected, as also the feed-boxes, to prevent 
t | others from taking the disease. 

1} Give the diseased fowls each a dose of 
s|castor oil, one tablespoonful, and afterward 
administer the following, viz: Olive oil, 1 
oz., gum camphor, 1 drachm, carbolic acid, 
12 drops; take a spring bottom oil can, 
(sewing machine is best ;) hold the affected 
€| bird firmly between the knees, open the 
mouth, and inject a drop or two in the slit 
in the roof of the mouth, on and under the 
tongue, and in each nostril; the amount to 
be given, and the frequency of application, 
é | must be determined according to the severity 
of the case. In mild cases, one application, 
morning and evening, will be sufficient, but 
in severe, from three to five applications 
daily. Use the “ Douglas mixture” freely 
in the drinking water. If any ulcers are 
found in the mouth, apply burnt alum and 
honey, by swabbing out the mouth with a 
rag i the eyes or head are swollen, bathe 
them twice a day with warm vinegar, diluted 
in twite the quantity of water, or if the dis- 
charges are copious, bathe oftener. Continue 
this treatment until recovered, but if the case 
is a stubborn one, and fails to improve within 
from two to #ix days, cause the fowl to 
inhale the fumes of carbolic acid or sulphur 
(pounded brimstone.)

Take the sulphur in your hand, commence 
at the hen’s tail, let your little finger just 
touch the feathers on her back and she will 
raise them; move your hand towards her 
head, letting the sulphur scatter amongst 
her feathers. This will keep off the coop 
lice, the bane of the poultry house. Don't | 
put onthe sulphur within 3 days of the hen’s | 
hatching, and it won’t hurt the chicks, sure, 
if your hen sets well and hatches well. 





There is a great difference in hens about 
hatching. There seems to be an oil that 
exudes from some hens that will spoil the | 
best of eggs. Take away the chicks when 8 | 
to 12 hours old and put under more eggs. 
Don’t forget to renew the soil in your box. 

Continue this process from February till 
August, if you need her services, and she will 
not rebel one time in twenty if properly fed | 
and cared for, and will be in as good condi- 
tion and spirits as any hen in the yard—sup- 
posing she will set twice—or siz weeks. She 
should have as good feed as you give your 
other fowls. I always feed all my fowls out 
of the same pails, and chicks after they are 
pretty well feathered, out of the same pails, 
and only twice a day. 





The chicks require a temperature of from 
85 to 100 degrees, till they are 3 or 4 days old, 
to do their best, and after that it may go 
some degrees lower, but it never should go 
higher unless they have a cooler place handy 
that they can getinto. The great trouble is, 
jf the chicken room is too cold, they will 
crowd one another to death. 

We keep 50 together till they are 3 weeks 
old, Brown Leghorns, \ess of larger breeds 
and more of smaller, and then separate them 
into lots of 25 pullets and 25 cockerels, and 
put them in runs made by nailing laths cut 
in two in the middle and nailed one-half inch 
apart on to strips of board 12 feet long, 1 1-4 
inches thick and 6 inches wide, with light 
shingle nails. These pieces are nailed to 
boxes 3 feet high, 2 feet wide and 3 1-2 feet 
long, boarded all around, except a place in 
front, for the chicks to go into the runs and 
a place 8 or 10 inches wide on the top with 
a hinged cover, so that you can get at the 
chicks by shutting them in. 

Covers to the runs are made by nailing 
laths on to pieces of board—(spruce is best) 
1 1-4 inches square, half 4 feet long and half 
2 feet long—these are laid over the tops. 

The iaths on sides of runs are nailed down 
but 2 inches, so our runs are 12 feet long, 2 
feet 8 inches high, and 3 1-2 feet wide ; this 
is the home of 25 chicks from the time they 
are three weeks old, if they are hatched from. 
June to October, till the weather carries the 
mercury down to from 30 to 40 degrees 
above zero, when they are moved into win- 
ter quarters. 

Many of my hens that are six to ten years 
old, and are hale and hearty, and laying 
nearly every day, now begun to lay in such 
runs, and never knew what it was to run at 
large. 

We water in tin cups that hold a pint, 
hung on the inside, by putting the handles 
between the laths, and putting a stick 
through. I can raise up the narrow covers 
easy to water. The cups are swabbed out 
and re-filled two times a day, and swabbed 
out and left empty over night, and till after 
the chicks are fed in the morning. Pure 
water is the best liquid going, but chicks 
may have too much on an empty crop. 

Our land is loamy. There is not gravel 
enough ina yard square to fill a chicken’s 
gizaard once, unless it has been 
here, so we have to cart sana and gravel by

constantly grinding. Provender crushed, or 
broken oyster shells, bone, corn, oats, buck- 
wheat, wheat, and the vast amount of raw 
mangel wurtzels, cabbage, grass, and weeds 
we feed every day, that the mass may be 
converted into the oseous muscular systems, 
feathers and eggs. , 

Stick a pin here—all chicken coops should 
have floors and doors, and modes of ventila- 
tion, and all roosting places must be kept 
dry and warm. 

In dry weather we put but little into our 
runs, except a sprinkling of sand two times 
a week ; whenit is rainy we put in dry sand, 
a sprinkling two times a day. 

We run our runs in long rows, far enough 
apart to drive a horse cart between, and we 
ean shut the chicks into the roosting boxes, 
and clean them out by throwing off the 
covers. We drive our cart or wheelbarrow 
between the rows, and sprinkle in the sand 
with the covers on. 

Another pin, please, for now comes the 
profit of the business, and according to some 
ancient and honorable breeders, a heresy. 
But as Agassiz said, stubborn 
things,” and I have bred thousands of chicks 
on the same ground year after year, and 
never have any disease.

A thousand chickens 
can be raised on one-eighth of an acre of 
land year after year, and never go off from 
it till they are old enough to move into the 
house. 

I would build hen houses 20 feet wide and 
7 feet high, to the eaves from the floor, with 
a double roof and 20 feet rafters, and have 
the house as long, running east and west as 
I wanted to use, having a// under one roof, 
windows on the south side nearly down to 
the floor, and not less than 3 feet square in 
each room, no more, unless I doubled it in 
winter, or had close fitting wooden shutters 
for nights. I would have every window 
shove easily, and would have a walk 4 feet 
wide on the north side, and the doors the 
same width at each walk. I 
would have my rooms 8 by 16 feet, each one 
opening out of the walk, with a run on the 
south side (same as my chicken run,) with a 
dust box at the south end of the run, witha 
close fitting glass window, set very steep for 
a roof; put two runs near together, and 
leave room to back a cart up to every win- 
dow. I would use the upper part for what I 
wanted it for.

My house is only 50 feet long, on account 
of having but a short purse, but I planned 
one two years ago near New York 500 feet 
long, and it works well, and although the 
gentlemanly owner demurred from my judg- 
ment at first, he thinks of adding on as much 
more length soon.

Have had 25 hens that were averaging 16 
eggs a day drop off entirely by being let out 
on to damp, cold ground for an hour or two 


use. In winter, fowls are better 


in a warm, thawy day in spring, while those 
in the room next that did not go out, laid 
right along; those that went out didn’t lay 
again for two weeks. Some will say if the 
hens had been out every warm day it would 
not have affected them so unfavorably. 
Granted, but they would not have laid half 
as many eggs, would have required more 
food, and been constantly restless cold days 
when they could not have gone out at all. 

So much for the house and the number of 
hens to keep init. If I should say much 
about the varieties to put into it to make a 
man happy, I should have to “ blow my own 
horn” a little some might think. 


I will continue this statement next week 
with reference to breeds and to the details 
ot management and the value of the drop- 
pings, which I call American guano.

COMPETENT SHOW JUDGES, 


Who are fair in their rulings, and who are 
always impartial and unprejudiced, in their 
decisions, are not among the commonest of 
gentlemen called to perform the delicate 
duties of this office at poultry exhibitions. It 
is the fault, too often, of the managers of 
societies, that they do not enlist the services 
of persons who are fit to judge, and who 
possess sufficient pluck to act independently 
of the favorites of such managers. 

Then, again, it frequently happens that 
judges are prepossessed in favor of certain 
strains of fowl-stock that they are best ac- 
quainted with, rsonally. And if they know 
that the birds they are called upon to judge 
come from Smith’s, Brown’s or Robinson's 
importation (which they know all about), 
they are very apt to decide that Jones’s, 
Green’s or Johnson's stock, though appar- 
ently as good, or better, cannot possess the 
merits of their favorites. os 

It will be a grand day for ambitious ama- 
teurs and common breeders, who so fre- 
quently get into our exhibitions a cage or two 
of really meritorious specimens that ought 
to win, when the judge who passes opinion 
on the fowts comes to do this unreservedly, 
and is able to forget the originator of the 
stock, and decide upon the samples he pro- 
nounces upon without fear or favor of any- 
body.— Poultry World.

Horticulture, 
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WASHES FOR FRUIT TREES. 


The following is recommended by a com- 
mission of fruit growers, presided over by 
Professor Cyrus Thomas, State Entomolo- 
gist of [llinois, and is part of a very full re- 
port embodying advice as to the best means 
and ways of fighting the insects that infest 
the orchards of that State :— 

Insects and mildews injurious to the 

leaves of fruit tree seedlings and roct grafts 
can be kept in subjection or destroyed by a 
free use of the following combination of 
lime and sulphur: Take of quick or un- 
slacked lime her parts, and of common flour 
of sulphur one part—break up the lime into 
small pieces, then mix the sulphur with it 
in an iron vessel, pour on them enough boil- 
ing water to slake the lime to a powder; 
cover in the vessel close as soon as the 
water is poured on. This makes also a most 
excellent whitewash for orchard trees, and is 
very useful as a preventive of blight on pear 
trees, to cover the wounds in the form of a 
paste when cutting away diseased parts, also 
for coating the trees in April. It may be 
considered as the one specific for many nox- 
ious insects and mildew in the orchard and 
nursery ; its materials should always be ready 
at hand; it should be used quite fresh, as it 
soon loses its potency. Wherever dusting 
with lime is spoken of this should be used. 
This preparation should be sprinkled over 
the young plant as soon as or before any 
trouble from aphides, thrips, or mildew oc- 
curs, early in the morning while the dew is 
on the trees. This lime and sulphur combi- 
nation is destructive to these pests in this 
way, by giving off gaseous sulphurous com- 
— which are deadly poison to minute 
ife, both animal and fungoid; and the lime 
destroys by contact the same things, besides 
its presence is noxious to them, neither is it 
injurious to common vegetable life, except 
in excess. 

The following wash for orchard trees is 
used by Mr. W. Saunders, of the Govern- 
ment Gardens at Washington :— 

Put one-half bushel of lime and four 
pounds of powdered sulphur in a tight bar- 
rel, slaking the lime with hot water, the 
®outh of the barrel being covered with a 
cloth ; this is reduced to the consistency of 
ordinary whitewash, and at the time of ap- 
plication one-half ounce of carbolic acid is 
added to each gallon of the liquid. Apply 
to trunk; it will not hurt the branches or 
foliage if applied to them also. 

The above is usually applied in the spring, 
but Mr. Saunders believes it would be more 
effective if used later. The only objection 
to this is that the foliage makes the opera- 
tion more difficult. 

An experienced fruit grower, the owner of 
a fine orchard in Western New York, uses 
the following simple method with eminent 
success. He takes lye from wood ashes, 
mixes a little grease with it, heats quite 
warm, and, with a syringe, throws it up into 
all parts of the trees, branches and truuk. 
It will effectually kill all kinds of worms that 
are either infesting the trees in nests or 
running over the bark. Trees treated in 
this manner were exceedingly healthy, beau- 
tiful, and vigorous in appearance, with a 
smooth, glossy bark, and bore the best ap- 
ples in the country. The remedy is easy 
and cheap. Common potash will do as 
well when wood ashes are not obtainable. 

For vines and peach trees, wash well with 
soap and water, and when they are dry paint 
them with two parts of flowers of sulphur, 
two parts of soil, one part of soft soap, and 
two parts of clay, reduced with water to the 
consistency of paint. 





The uses for wax are numerous and impor- 
tant. Its property of preserving tissues and 
preventing mould or mildew was well known 
to the ancients, who used cerecloth for 
embalming, and wax for encaustic painting, 
as in the wall pictures of Pompgii. Wax 
candles and tapers play an important part in 
the processions and ceremonies of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Wax is used by 
the manufacturers of glazed, ornamental and 
wall papers, and on paper collars and cuffs 
for polishing the surfaces. It is used in 
varnishes and paints and for the “ stuffing ” 
of wood which is to be polished, as for 
pianos, coach work, fine furniture, and 
parquette floors. Electrotypers and plaster- 
ers use wax in forming their moulds. Wax 
is an important ingredient in preparations 
tor covering surfaces of polished iron and 
steel to prevent rust. Combined with tallow, 
it forms the coating for canvas and cordage 
to preven’ mildew, as in sails, awning, etc. 
Artificial flowers consume much wax, and, 
despite the introduction of paraffine, ceresin, 
and mineral wax, its use appears to be 
extending. One of the oldest of its applica- 
tions is in the laundry, and in peliting 
wood-work. 

The product of wax in the United States 
is stated to be 20,000,000 pounds annually, 
and increasing—worth in money at least 
$6,000,000. f this about $700,000 worth 
are exported, and about $1,200,000 worth of 


honey also goes ahead. The total product 
of —e and wax is worth at present in the 
United States nearly $15,000,000. 


The ingenious production of artificial 
combs, in-a machine recently constructed, 
that turns out combs with cells rivaling, if 
not excelling, the natural product, is an 
important American improvement in apiarian 
edhatt, which will add largely to the economy 
of that industry, yet in its infancy. As the 
bee is said to consume three-fourths of its 
time in producing comb at the very time 
when the honey harvest is at its best, it is 
evident that the invention of artificial combs 
must be a great economy in collection and 
storing of honey; but it is aot so clear how 
the stock is kept up unless man deceives the 
bee by using “ mineral wax ” in the formation 
of the artificial comb; and this wax is not 
true wax, but a natural paraffine.— American
